Clauses 1 — 5, agreed to. 

Clause 6. — Amendment proposed, in page 3, line 1, to leave out the word “ sanitary” and 
insert the word " local ” — (Mr. Atkinson). — Question, That the word " sanitary ” stand part of 
the Clause, — put, and negatived. 

Question, That the word “ local ” be there inserted,- put, and agreed to. 

Another Amendment proposed, in page 3, line 1, after the word “ authority,” to insert the 
words “ which is also a sanitary authority ” — (Mr. Atkinson). — Question, That those words be 
there inserted, — put, and agreed to. 

Clause, as amended, agreed to. 

Clauses 7 — 11, agreed to. 

Clause 12. — Amendment proposed, in page 0, at the end of the Clause, to add the word : 
“ (3) Section two hundred and eleven of the principal Act is hereby repealed” — ( Mr . Atkinson). 
— Question, That those words he there added, — put, and agreed to. 

Clause, as amended, agreed to. 

Clauses 13 — 27, agreed to. 

Now Clause (Provision with respect to mortgages of rates by Town Commissioners) 
brought up, and read the first time, as follows : — 

“ (1) Town Commissioners under the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1334, or any Act 
incorporating that Act in whole or in part, may, when assessing any rate leviable throughout 
the whole of their district, divide the rate so as to show the respective portions thereof 
required for sanitary purposes within the meaning of section two hundred and tw r enty-seven 
of the principal Act, and for other purposes. 

“ (2) Mortgages of rates made by Town Commissioners under Section tw r o hundred and 
thirty-seven of the principal Act for such other purposes shall be charged upon the portion 
only of such rates required for those purposes. 

“ (3) Mortgages of rates made before the passing of this Act by Town Commissioners under 
the said section two hundred and thirty-seven for such other purposes shall not be deemed 
invalid by reason of such mortgages including any portion of such rates required for sanitary 
purposes only ” — (Mr. Atkinson). 

Clause road a second time and added to the Bill. 

Schedule agreed to. 

Ordered , To Report the Bill, as amended, to the House.
